~ IN CHINA. 


Death of Canadian 
Missionary. 


PROLIFIC iC AUTHOR. 


London, Yesterday. 

The death has occurred in Lon-. 
don of the well-known missian 
and author, Mr. Donald MacGilliv- 
ray, who until lately resided 
in Shanghai.—Reuter. 

[Mr. MacGillivray was born in 
Rruce County, Ontario, Canada, in 
1862, and was educated at To-onto 
University where he graduated 
with a gold medal in Classics and 
won many scolarships and prizes. 
He obtained his Master of Arta de- 
gree in 1884, later he was sent to 
Honan on Christian pioneer work, 
and in 1899 removed to Shanghai 
as Editorial Secretary of tho 
Shanghai Munfcipal Schools, fre- 
xident of the China Sunday School 
Union, and was decorated by the 
Chinese Government with the 
Order of Excellent: Crop. He was 
formerly Examiner in Chinese to 
the University of Toronto. The 
author of a number of books on 


published a Mandarin Romanised 
Dictionary of Chinese, and was the 
founder and Editor of the China 
Mission Year Book.]

A Beautiful Target 

A big bull was playing about near 
us, watching something on shore.

I raised 
my rifle, As [ was about to draw a 
vight on the death spot, equidistant 
between the eye and the ear, 
Dickinson nudged me. 

“Wait a minute, he'll come die 
still.” he whispered. 

After an eternity he came slowly 
towurd shore. When he was within 
about 70 yards of us I put the rifle 
to my shoulder and fired. The 
bullet strack him just ahead of the 
ear. The tremendous hitting power 
of the rifle knocked the beast half 
over in the water and started him 
churning up the water and pawing 
the ground with his-stubby lege. It 
was evident that he was trying to 
dubmerge and get away from that 
pixt? where misfortune had over- 
taken him, but the bullet had enter- 
ed his brain and partially paralyzed 
him. He rolled over and over, 
blowing blood from his nostrils and 
beating the water. ‘It was a pathe- 
tie sight; I regretted having shot 
him. .In the midst of his gyrations, 
Dick put in another shot which 
entered his head from the rear and 
killed him stone dend. His muscles! 
relaxed and he sank to the bottom. 

Skinned The Carcass. 

After an hour, the motor boat 
returned, picked us up and took the 
dead hippo in tow. At camp the 
porters skinned the carcass, with- 
drew the tecth and took the meat up 
to the croc pool where it wag secure 
ed as bait, The tecth, which are 
about ten inches long and curved 
into an approximate semicircle, are 
said to be the best grade ivory in 
Africa. A pair of hippo teeth may 
be made into excellent revolver 
handles or picture frames and the 
hippo hide when cut into strips and 
dried produces the famous kiboko- 
flexible whip or cane with which 
the native punishes: his wife or 

mother-in-law. 

Tho progress of the picture de- 
pends solely upon the migration of 
the crocodiles to the pool in euffi- 
cient numbers to show up clearly in 
the film. Word has been received 
that ‘Sir William Gowers, the gov- 
ernor of Uganda, intends to. pay us 
a visit within the next week for 
the purpose of watching some of the 
filming at crocodile pool, Perhaps 
a gubernatorial bull, read to the 
crocs in the river, would hep some? 

British Flag in Sight. 
Murchison Falls, Uganda, 
July 2.

Surrounding 
.the Europeans, who were all seated, 
stood our native Boys, the Gov- 
ernor’s police and most of the native 
seamen from the ‘Lugard” witness- 
ing, in most cases, their first mov- 
ing’ picture. Directly behind the 
,screen in the river we could hear 
‘the snort of hippos, the angry swish 
of the crocodile’s tail, Back in the 
canyon a lion grunted. The phono- 
graph was playing a Broadway tune. 
The warm breeze of the .tropics 
fanned our faces and mosquitocy 


j whittled at our necks. 


Glorious Cloud Effects. 
Modesty forbids me to say much 
themselves, except 
perhaps,.that they are far-and away 
the most artistic bits of photo- 
graphy over made in Africa to my 
knowledge. And that, of course, is 
tribute to no one but Clyde De 
Vinna and the camera men who so 
utilised their. filters and lenses that 
they were able to bring out to best 
advantage the glorious cleud and 
water effects indigenous to Africa. 
If my directing is but half aos 
affective as the photography I have 
no fears as to the success of this 
venture, : 

After three or four reels of pro- 
duction film, we ran some news reel 
pictures made during my quick 
yafari into the Congo and some 
of animala taken during the trip up 
the Nile. 

i was absorbed’ during the course 
of the-evening in studying the effect 
of the pictures on the natives. They 
appeared awe-struck during the 
first few minutes of the prograinme; 
the thing was new to them and it 
took a little time to digest it and 
work out a satisfactory explanation.

SOVIET PLANS IN 
‘SPAIN. 


' Secret Document 
Disclosed. 


PREPARATIONS FOR WAR. 


In a secret Soviet memorandum 
addressed to the Communist execu- 
tives in Madrid and Barcelona and 
to the heads of the Communist cells 
in the industrial centre of the 
Asturias, detailed instructions are 
given as to the part to be played 
by Spanish Communista in the 
“future world war against the 
hourgeoisie,” writes a Special Cor- 
reapondent at Saragossa to the 
London Morning Post. 

The copy of this confidential 
document, which I have been able 
to peruse, contains several general 
items such ‘aa those reported from 
Geneva in the London Morning 
Post of February 28 last concern- 
ing Soviet war orders to Com- 
raunists in al! European countries. 


The greamble of this memoran- |. 


dum repeats tho now well-known 
atory of the alleged preparation by 
“capitalist” States of an armdd at- 
tack upon Soviet Russia. Since 
this “insidious aggression” cannot 
be avoided, Communists in all 
countries must be ready at any 
moment to fight for the mainten- 
ance of the proletarian power. in 
Russia and for the introduction of 
the Soviet system in their own 
countries. To thia great end, mem- 
bors of the Communist Party 
should acquire a knowledge of 
‘military affairs and endeavour. to 
obtain an efficient training, 
According to these instructions, 
spelal attention must be paid to 
the conversion to- Communfen of 
young recruits and very strenuous 
efforts are to be made to secure 
these young’ fellows for the cause

best be done by giving whaever aid 
is possible and advisable to any 
subversive elements which may be 
working for quite other ends, 
Whatever party is in power in 
Spain, whether Monarchist or Re- 
publican, docs not matter to Com- 
Mmuniats, In the opinion of the 
Soviet dictators. “They are all our 
; enemies, under whatever flag they 
gather.” The party which happens 


to be in power when the “next 
war" breaks out will, it is explain- 
ed, have a most troublesome time. 

It is the duty of true Communists 
to aggravate that trouble in every 
conceivable manner. Demands for 
higher wages are to be made and 
strikes engincered in the principal 
industrial centres. 

Should the Spanish Government 
decide to take .part inthe war 
against the proletariat, Spanish 
Communists must do thelr utmost 
to hinder and, if possible, ta pre- 
vent the despatch of troops, am- 
munition, and war material of all 
kinds across the frontler. A 
special study of the railway system 
should, therefore, be made before 
the war actually begins. 

For the moment, intensive pro- 
Paganda is regarded as the mast 
‘efficient weapon towards the even- 
tual realising of the Soviet ideal 
in Spain.

NEWSPAPERS. 


Daily Mail a Has Surrey 
Comet Fined.’ 


LORD HEWART’S REMARKS. 


' A stern warning against the 
publication, by newspapers, of 
matter likely to prejudice an ac- 
cused person was uttered by the 
Lord Chief Justice recently in two 
cases in which newspapers were 
heavily fined for contempt of court. 

Delivering judgment in a case in 
which the Surrey Comet was fined 
£500 and costs for publishing mat- 
ter relating to a charge of murder, 
Lord Hewart remarked that’ a 
newspaper was entitled to report 
fairly and accurately the procecd- 
ings in a court, but once it depart- 
ed from that it not only took a 
great risk but imperilled the un- 
fortunate man—whether fnrocent 
or guilty, who was charged. 

“I add to the warning which has 
previously been given,” said Lord 
Hewart, “if this kind of cynical In- 
difference for the interests of ac- 
cused persons continues to be dis- 
played, the cases will not be met 
by the imposition of fines.” 

The second case related to the 
publication of particulars of the 
‘previous carcer of Eddie Guerin, 
who it was later mentioned in 
‘court, had escaped from the 
French penal settlement at Devil’s 
Island. 

Fining the ‘Daily Mail $1,000 and 
costs, Lord -Hewart emphasised 
that the fact that the accused per- 
son was of bad character afforded 
no excuse for the publication of 
facts to his detriment. “}Yowever 
bad a man, he-must have a fair 
trial and it fa not to be projudiccd 
by’ previous record, unlesa it came 
out during the proceedings,.
